Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  Report  for  the  year  1920. 
The  area  of  the  District  is  30,292  acres. 

The  estimated  civil  population  is  5,209. 

BIRTH-RATE. 

The  births  registered  are  100',  51  males  and  49  females ; 3 males 
and  4 females  are  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  is  19 -1  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  In  1919  it  was  17  '4. 


DEATH-RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  are  66,  37  males  and  29  females.  The 
death-rate  is  12  -6  per  1,000  of  the  population;  in  1919  it  was  16  ‘3. 
In  1918  it  was  20  -9.  Deducting  the  deaths  in  the  City  Asylum  and 
the  population  therefrom  and  non-residents,  and  adding  the  deaths 
of  residents  whc  have  died  outside  the  District,  we  get  a total  of  54 
and  a rate  of  11  ’2.  In  1919  the  rate  was  13  Y.  In  1918  it  was 
15-8. 

The  infantile  mortality  per  1,000  births  registered  is  60.  In 
1919  it  was  55.  In  1918  it  was  65. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  -6.  In  1919  it  was  1 ’9.  In  1918, 

2-6. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH  DURING  THE  YEAR  1920. 

There  were  54  deaths  as  follows  (these  do  not  include  deaths  in 
the  City  Asylum,  or  non-residents,  but  include  residents  who  died 
outside  the  District): — Influenza,  1;  Diphtheria,  2;  Phthisis,  2; 
Cancer,  7;  Pneumonia,  2;  Heart  Diseases,  8;  Bright’s  Disease,  3; 
other  defined  diseases  of  respiratory  organs,  2 ; Bronchitis,  1; 
Cirrhosis  of  Liver,  1;  Suicides,  1;  Accidentally  Drowned,  2; 
Puerperal  Fever,  1;  all  other  diseases,  21. 

There  were  24  deaths  in  the  City  Asylum  as  follows : — 
Pneumonia,  2;  Cancer,  2;  Puerperal  Fever,  1;  Bright’s  Disease,  1; 
Fleart  Diseases,  4;  all  other  diseases,  14. 

There  were  4 deaths  of  non-residents,  as  follows: — Accidentally 
drowned,  1;  Suicide,  1;  other  diseases,  2.

SCARLET  FEVER. — 11  cases,  in  1919  we  had  5.  The  first 
case  was  notified  on  1st  January  at  the  Sewerage  Cottages,  Nahum, 
a youth  17  years  of  age.  He  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Fever 
Hospital.  Infection  was  probably  imported.  The  next  four  cases 
were  reported  from  Nahum  at  irregular  intervals  between  26th 
February  and  11th  May,  one  of  which  occurred  at  the  Sewerage 
Cottages,  this  case  was  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  the  others 
were  isolated  at  home.  There  was  no<  apparent  connection  between 
the  cases  at  the  Sewerage  Cottages  and  those  in  the  village.  On 
7th  July  a boy,  4 years  of  age,  was  notified  from  Wheldrake.  On 
my  visit  on  the  8th  July  I was  unable  to  trace  any  history.  The 
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next  case  occurred  at  Scoreby,  a man,  23  years  of  age,  who  was 
removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  Here  also  I was  unable  to  trace  the 
origin.  The  eighth  case  was  reported  from  Heslington,  a man, 
25  years  of  age.  He  was  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  This 
was  an  imported  case.  The  ninth,  a child,  6 years  of  age,  at  Fulford, 
was  also  an  imported  case.  On  my  visit  I found  minor  sanitary 
defects  which  needed  attention.  The  patient  was  isolated  at  home. 
On  12th  October  a girl,  8 years  of  age,  was  reported  from  West 
CottingwTTn  and  was  removed  the  same  day  to  the  Fever  Hospital. 
The  next  occurred  at  Kexby  Bridge,  a boy,  7 years  of  age.  Trie  was 
isolated  at  home.  The  last  case  was  notified  on  2nd  October  at 
Stamford  Bridge,  a girl,  8 years  of  age.  She  was  removed  to  the 
A comb  Isolation.  Hospital.  On  visiting  the  house  I was  unable  to 
trace  any  definite  history  as  to  the  origin  of  the  fever. 

DIPHTHERIA.— 8 cases,  in  1919  we  had  5.— These  were 
reported  at  irregular  intervals  throughout  the  year.  Three  at 
Fulford,  three  at  Dunnington,  one  at  Longwith,  and  one  at  West 
Oottingwith.  Five  were  children,  and  three  adults.  One  proved 
fatal.  Three  were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  On  my  visits 
I found  at  some  of  the  houses  minor  sanitary  defects  which  were 
ordered  to  be  remedied.  The  source  of  infection.,  apart  from  the 
sanitary  defects,  was  in  the-  majority  of  the  cases  obscure. 

ERYSIPELAS. — 1 case  against  2 in  1919. — This  case  occurred 
in  May  at  Elvington,  a woman  24  years  of  age. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — 3 cases,  in  1919  we  had  also  3. — The  first 
was  notified  on  8th,  April  from  the  County  Hospital,  where  the 
patient,  a man  19  years  of  age,  whose  home  was  at  Wheldrake,  was 
under  treatment  for  Tubercular  Abscesses.  The  second  case 
occurred  at  Thorganby,  a man  28  years  of  age,  who  was  removed  to 
Withernsea  Sanatorium  for  treatment.  The  house  at  Thorganby 
had  been  previously  condemned.  On  my  visit  I found  the  house 
very  damp,  and  on  lifting  some  of  the  floor  boards  water  was 
seen.  The  third  case,  a man  38  years  of  age  was  reported  from 
a cottage  at  Fulford,  he  was  an  ex-army  man.  The  patient  was  under 
medical  treatment.  The  cottage  I found  damp. 
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BEARING  OF  INFANTS. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate,  is  again  fairly  satisfactory,  being 
GO  per  1,000'  births  registered,  in  1919  it  was  55,  in  19.18,  65.  As 
you  are  aware  the  District  is  well  supplied  with  good  wholesome 
milk,  and  the  Nurses  under  the  supervision,  of  the  East  Riding 
County  Council  give  good  practical  advice  and  help  where  necessary. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  a number  of  defective 
ashpits,  privies,  etc.,  but  amongst  the  older  cottage  property 
structural  and  sanitary  defects,  lighting  and  ventilation  need 
attention. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  inhabitants  are  chiefly  occupied  in  farming  and  trades 
dependent  thereon.  There  are  no  factories  or  workshops  in  the 
District  of  any  importance. 

In  addition  to  having  the  attention  of  the  Poor  Law  Medical 
Officers,  cases  of  sickness  are  admitted  into  the  York  County  Hospital 
and  the  Poor  Law  Infirmary.  For  infectious  diseases  an  agreement 
is  in  force  for  the  admission  of  patients  into  the  York  City  Isolation 
Hospitals.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  the  medical  men  on  request. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  District  is  chiefly  obtained  from  shallow 
surface  wells  which  are  liable  to  pollution.  Water  from  the  York 
City  Mains  is  laid  on  to  the  village  of  Fulford. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  villages  of  Wheldrake, 
Elvington,  Dunnington,  Fulford,  find  Pleslington,  and  has  been 
adopted  but  not  carried  out  in  the  rest  of  the  District.  The  closets 
in  general  use  are  the  privy  and  pan  closet,  a number  of  water  closets 
have  been  put  in  at  Fulford.  Defects  in  drainage  or  sewerage 
disposal  are  dealt  with  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  have  been  reported  during  the 

year. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  school  children  is  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  Thornley,  County  Medical  Officer.  When 
necessary,  schools  are  closed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  are  satisfactory.
